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Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Dec 27, 2004. The 
application contains 23 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shampo (Pat No 5,91 1,328). 

The patent to Shampo discloses a holder comprising a base (40), a pyramidal body 
comprising upwardly slating edges with slots (26) facing upwardly and curved in a 
horizontal direction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shampo in view of Scott et al. (Pat No 6,446,929). 

The patent to Scott et al. shows a holder comprising a rotatable bas having a ball-bearing 
racetrack (see Fig 4). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have provided the device shown by Shampo with a ball-bearing 
racetrack as shown by Scott et al. to allow the user to rotate it to facilitate the access of 
the supporting articles. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The examiner suggests to amend claims 1, 4 and 6 with the language of claim 5, 
and also add that the slots are curved in a horizontal direction with respect to the axis to 
provide friction . 

Claims 10-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
